The GDS has been trying for two years to obtein spare parts for some Deutz- : 
Diesel marine engines, which were not to be had in the DDR. Because: parts 

have not been obtaluable heretofore from the West, two 150 hp. engines and a 
400 bp. engine were ordered scrapped. But three weeks ago the firm K]éckner- 
Deutz of Koln delivered ‘the crankshaft for the 400 hp. engine, so the acrapping 
order was. rescinded. Since then the purchase of injection pumps and cylinder e 
heads has been closed with the firm. The delivery resulted from local -negotis- 
tions in Berlin-Spandau. The value of the replacement deliveries amounts te 
700,000 DM. The two 150 hp. engines have also been recalled from the scrap heap. 
They are intended for installation in harbor tugs, the lack of which is mee 
felt by the GDS. 
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k, Equipuent for the Seepolizei is the No. 1 item in the construction ® ‘program 
 forcreparetions deliveries at all shipyards. Construction is concentrated 
on coast guard vessels and on assault bots six meters long which are to be 
equipped with 150 hp. rear engines.
